THE LATE ELECTIONS. 


Sir,—" All Israel are Brethren”; these used to be our old watch-words 
How have we degenerated! At a time when more than ordinary difficulties 
had to be faced by those Jews who had the courage to stand as Liberal. candi- 
dates at the late Election, those difficulties were aggravated and increased to an 
intense degree by the action of the head of the most prominent family amongst 
us, who, by his great personality, affluence, and honoured name, used his 
influence with the Jewish Electors in a manner that tended to 
deprive them of their independence. In the contest in which it 
was my privilege to be engaged—Central Hackney—to my great 
astonishment and surprise I learnt that every Jewish voter in that 
constituency had received a copy of a letter from Lord Rothschild, entreating 
him to vote for my opponent—the Conservative candidate. Now, as the Jewish 
vote in that constituency is a large one, said to be twenty-five per cent. of the 
whole, one can easily judge of the effect of this letter upon the election. I have 
no doubt many of them resented this attempted interference with their 
political rights, and were not influenced by it; on the other hand,-many more 
were. 

I am quite sure Lord Rothschild would be the last man in the 
community to do anything that would tend to injure his co-religionists : 
his life and conduct are a contradiction to it, but one cannot help 
thinking that he has allowed party feeling to sway his better judgment and 
carry him past the verge of prudence. Whilst enjoying his own opinions and 
political convictions, he is surely exceeding his right when he attempts to 
interfere with and coerce with his influence the consciences of his brethren, and 
although those Jews who are Liberals may lament the change of his political 
views, views which he inherited from those who had built up the name and fame 
of his noble house under the auspices, protection and toleration of the Liberal 
Party, it is a cause of much greater lament that the prominent action he 
has taken in opposing so bitterly the Liberal Party will engender a feeling of 
hostility to us among those who have in the past been the best friends of the 
Jews, and who gave them those civil rights, liberties, and freedom which 
they now enjoy in common, and on-an equality with all other of Her Majesty's 
subjects, To gentlemen in the exalted position of Lord Rothschild the 
effect may not reach, but it will be felt by thousands, and 
probably tens of thousands of our coreligionists, and run_ the 


risk of creating a feeling of anti-Semitism which we have been. 


trying and as yet have kept at bay. Again, it is affording an opportunity 
to our traducers—who are ever on the alert, I earnestly hope it may not be so 
but we must be prepared and not be surprised that whenever a revulsion of 
feeling takes place and the Liberal party are again in the ascendency—be it sooner 
or later—these things will be remembered against us, and our ingratitude will 
raise a wave of feeling that will not spare us, and even the riches of a Roths- 
child may not probably be of avail to him,

remember. 


I quote Stevenson as an author familiar to your readers. The same 


sentiment, however, is expressed though less forcibly by hundreds of Jewish 


writers, in ancient and modern times, all of which goes to show that the now 
fashionable cry (among the little-Israelites) of our being Anglo-Saxons or 
Englishmen of the Jewish persuasion, is but a sickly platitude. 

- Those familiar with Judaica know that the cry was raised in Germany 
some generations ago, many Rabbis and many more laymen shouting it with the 
whole power of theirlungs: ‘“ Weare Germanen of the Mosaic persuasion ! ” 
The theory is now exploded in Germany, and. our repeating such platitudes 
after the terrible experience of the last decades, can only be explained on the 
principle of Martineau, who remarks somewhere that in matters intellectual 
the English are the younger brothers of the Germans, putting on the trousers 
which their elder brothers have left off wearing years ago. 

The doctrine professed now by those who are not carried away by the new- 
fangled “ yellow” theology is: there is no Judaism without Jews, and no Jews 
without Judaism, We can thus only be Jews of Jewish persuasion. “ Blessed

JEWISH VOTERS AND POLITICAL PARTIES. 


Sir,—On each occasion when a General Election has taken place during 
recent years, a discussion has invariably arisen as to whether it 1s not the duty 
of each Jewish elector to vote for the Liberal candidate in his constituency, 
out of gratitude to the Liberal party for having obtained political freedom for 
the community.

I am under the impression that the Chief Rabbi, some years ago, sanctioned 
the use of an abbreviated form of prayers for children’s services on the High 
Festivals, It is a pity that this is not in use at Dalston. I shall doubtless be 
told in reply that the services are not only for children but for others who 
cannot find accommodation in the synagogue. This can be no excuse for the 

erpetuation of a service, which does not appeal either to the young or the old. 


t is too long—much too long—for the children, and too hurried for the 


grown-ups, 

be-only satisfactory solution would be to hold two services, one for the 
young children to be of a nature suitable to their capacities, partly in English, 
and with at least one address in that language, at each service. For both these 
services Chazanim should be engaged who would read the prayers so that every 
word could be clearly unders , and not “ gabbled” as is unfortunately the 
case in too many instances, Of course, it is too late to make any change this 
year, but I write this in the hope that the authorities will in good time make 
better arrangements for future years, ;

BEVIS MARKS SYNAGOGUE—A BATCH OF GRIEVANCES. 


Sirk,—The remarks of your correspondent as to this place of worship, which 
appeared in your last issue, are exceedingly opportune. It is to be regretted, 
however, that he confined his observations to one particular grievance, for the 
worshippers in this venerable structure labour under a number of disabilities 
and disadvantages that would not be tolerated in any other congregation. 

To deal first with the question raised by your correspondent, it certainly is a 
standing reproach that nearly 800 worshippers should bs compelled to assemble 
for Divine worship for fourteen hours, eve and morn, without the least deviation 
or relief in a service which may not unreasonably be pronounced lugubrious 
and monotonous. Yet such is the case, for it is only on alternate Kippurs that 
Bevis Marks and Lauderdale Road can enjoy the privilege of hearing an address 
from the learned Haham. Even this advantage was for many years monopolised 
by the West End Branch. With Lauderdale Road, however, we are not con- 
cerned, as that congregation is quite capable of taking care of and protecting 
its own interests. The result is that with the exception of the Prayer for the 
Royal Family, during the entire day not a sentence is uttered in the 
vernacular for the benefit of that large proportion of the congrega- 
tion who cannot either read Hebrew or translate it. The consequences can 
be imagined, for a more indecorous congregation it would be difficult to meet 
with. Yet no one can, under the circumstances, be surprised at this, for it 
would be more than human to expect a vast and crowded congregation to 


_ maintain absolute decorum for nearly twelve consecutive hours, without the 


least attempt being made to impress them, in a language which they can under- 
stand, with the character and solemnity of the great day. Surely, as your 
correspondent suggests, sentimental considerations should not prevent an 
Ashkenasi being asked to occupy the pulpit on such a day, if, in the absence of 
the Rev. Haham at the branch synagogue, a Sephardi qualified for the post 
could not be found. Even the reading of aselection of the Prayers or the Bible in 
English by the Hazanim would in some way meet the emergency, and might 
possibly bring about an improvement, however slight, in the present deplorable 
position, This pressing subject deserves the urgent consideration of the 
Mahamad and the Elders. 

Anyone who was present in the beautiful structure on the recent High 
Festivals must have been struck with its dirty condition. It is not only 
structural defects that demand attention, but complaints were to be heard on 
all sides on the part of the occupants of the ladies gallery that they could not 
touch a seat or a door without soiling their dresses or their gloves. Unpleasant 
remarks were also made by the gentlemen that their coats and hats were spoilt 
by the wax falling from the chandeliers. Would it not be practicable on the 
part of the authogities, when the question of repairs comes under their con- 
sideration, to arrange for the installation of the electric light in the building ? 

The non-efficiency of the choir is achronic malady which appears to be beyond 
allremedy. Weare not disposed to attach all the blame to the choirmaster, 
and it would be interesting to learn what proportion of the annual grant allowed 
for inthe Balance Sheet is appro >riated to the Bevis Marks Choir. ‘Their efforts 
on the New Year and Day of Atonement would certainly not justify their being 

A personal matter relating to one of the officers requires explanation. For 
some time past, on Holidays and Sabbaths, the Secretary has habitually absented 
himself from the synagogue, although we are under the impression that his duties 
undoubtedly demand his attendance there. It may be that such duties, although 
apparently unimportant in themselves, can safely be relegated to a subordinate, 
but it is scarcely becoming on the part of a highly-paid officer studiously to 
snub the congregation in such a fashion. It is scarcely credible that he was 
absent on both days of Rosh Hoshanah and Tabernacles ; but, in justice to him 
it should be stated that he did attend on the Eve and Day of Kippur. [f it be, 
explained, as doubtless it will, that he is residing some distance from the 
immediate sphere of his duties—probably less than three miles—then certainly 
a proper sense of duty ought to prompt him to make arrangements for staying 


- near at hand at such times, and not allow the secretarial chair, which, for scores 


of years hitherto was never vacant on Festivals and Sabbaths, to be habitually 
unoccupied. Excuse on the score of distance can only be regarded as most 
flimsy, and ought not to be accepted. Oae is driven to the conclusion, that if 
any spirit of religious enthusiasm for their cherished place of worship were 
discernible in the Yehidim, the complaints to which we have ventured to direct 
attention, combined with the attitude of the Secretary, would be almost 
sufficient to remove and crush it out of them. 

These are only a few of the disabilities under which the Yehidim 
labour, and we feel that, voicing as we do the feelings of a very large number 
of Yehidim and seatholders, unless steps are taken to bring about an improve- 
ment in these and other matters, the spirit of disaffection will extend, with 
results that cannot be conducive to the prosperity of the congregation.

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THE MARQUESS OF BUTE 


The widespread regret that has been evoked by the death of the Marquess 
of Bute will be shared in a special degree by the Jewish community, for the 
deceased nobleman was not only a generous patron of Hebrew learning, but 
he was benevolently disposed towards our institutions, and indeed took a kindly 
interest in everything that was Jewish. Not a few members of our community 
have cause to mourn the logs of a personal friend and a sympathetic helper. 
Knowiog how benevolent was his disposition, Jewish tradesmen applied to the 
deceased Marquess for monetary assistance, and they might be sure 
that their application would be carefully and impartially considered. 
Devout Catholic as he was, he had not an atom of the odiam theslogicum in his 
disposition. He was one of the most tolerant of men, while he manifested a 
particular veneration for the historical part which [srael had played among the 
nations, ‘Towards the Jewish community of Cardiff, who benefited so 
materially from the remarkable success that attenled his local enterprises, he 


evinced special kindness. It will be remembered that his lordship, who was_ 
Mayor of Cardiff at the time, presented the ground on which the present b2auti- 


ful synagogue in Cathedral Road stands. and that he laid the!foundation stone 
of this structure. 

His interest in Jews may be said to have commenced with his study of the 
Hebrew Scriptures, in which he proved an apt pupil under the guidance 
of the Rev. Dr. Lowy. For three months he came up to London 
from Chiswick every day, except Saturday and Sunday, to take a Hebrew lesson. 
Being gifted with a most retentive memory and a special faculty for- languages 
—he had learnt Arabic and Coptic during a visit to Egypt, and modern Greek 
1 the course of a short stay in Greece—he mile remirkable progress in 
'!ebrew, and was enabled, after a moderate number of Jessons, to grapple with 
the difficulties of the Prophetical and Poetical Books. He continued his 
Hebrew studies all through his life, and would frequently apply to his old 
teacher for information upon vexed points. One of the subjects in which he 
interested himself greatly was the History of the Jews in Spain, In the course 
of a visit which he made to the Balearic Isles he made careful enquiries into 
the history of the Marranos, being induced to do so by the strong likeness of 
physiognomy which he detected between the Sephardic Jews and the native 
inhabitants of Majorca and Minorca. There is reason to believe that with his 
characteristic enthusiasm for archi lozical investigation, he subventioned 
certain publications that appeared in Palma, trevting of mediwval Jewish 
history. 

There was something positively touching in the affection he conceived, and 
maintained all through his life, for his Hebrew teacher. the Rev, Do. A. 


Lowy. On ceasing to take lessons with him, he arranged that a friend of his— 


a Jesuit Father—should have the benefit of the Jewish minister's ab'e instruc- 
tion, When some years ago the Marquess restored his magnificent 
castle at Cardiff. he had ai number of encaustic tiles placed in 
the Tower, representing scenes in the life of the Prophet Elijah, and Dr. Lowy 
was invited to Cardiff to supply the appropriate Hebrew quotations from 
the Book of Kings for the illustrations. It was also Dr. Lowy who made the 
Marquis of Bute a member and liberal supporter of the Anglo-Jewish Assoc a- 
tion, and subsequently of the local branch at Cardiff. 


In days gone by, Dr. Lowy was a frequent visitor at St. Johns Lodge, 
Regent's Park, the London residence which the Marquess of Bute acquired in 
succession to the late Sir Francis Goldsmid. Here Dr, Lowy was brought into 
contact with Cardinal Manning, and he utilised his acquaintaince with the 
deceased Cardinal, as of other English prelates, to beg him to intercede with the 
Holy Synod in Russia on behalf of the Jews, The reply which Manning made 
is worth recording. He pointed out that even his efforts to obtain an 
amelioration of the condition of the Roman Catholics in the Russian Empire 
had met with rebuffs, and, therefore, it would be impracticable for ‘him to inter- 
fere on behalf of the Jews. | 

It was on the occasion of the Marquess of Bute becoming Lord Rector of 
St. Andrews’ University that he suggested that the degree of LL.D. should be 
conferred on his old friend and teacher. Among other scholars and distin- 
vuished persons who received the deyvree at the same time that it was conferred 
tipon the first Jew were Lord Salisbury, Mr. Gladstone, and Prof. Dewar. On 
that occasion Dr. and Miss Liwy were the guests of Lord and Lady Bute at 
their ‘‘ House of Falkland,” in Fifeshire, and it is deserving of mention in this 
connection that Lady Bute took care that no forbidden food should appear 
upon table during their entire visit, which extended over ten days, Lady Bute, 
who has nobly seconded her husband in all his kindly work, and of whose 
descent from the Howards the Marquis was most proud, likewise took a great 
interest in things Jewish. | 


The late Marquess was also on terms of intimacy with other leading Jews, 
He became particularly attached to the Chief Rabbi, who likewise received the 
degree of LL.D. from the University of St. Andrew's. In the Jewish Chronicle 
of June 19th, 1896, will be found an announcement that the Marquess of Bute had 
placed £200 at the disposal of Dr. Adler Rabbi for the purpose of enabling two 
Jewish students to pursue their studies at St. Andrew's, and that it was the 
special desire of the deceased nobleman that this subvention should be styled 
“ The Chief Rabbi's Presentation.’ Such complete exemption from religious 
prejudice as the late Marquess exhibited was one of the most prominent 
features of a character that was adorned with the. highest virtues His full 


biography has yet to be written. When such a work is accomplishe], this and 
his many other amiable traits will no doubt receive adequate recognition. He 


was a nobleman blest with vast resources, brilliant talents, and unusual oppor- 
tunities of benefitting his fellow-creatures. The highest praise one can accord 
to such a man is that he put them to a worthy use. To so beneficent a career 
the old Jewish words M392? P'T¥ 72!—The Memory of the Righteous is for 
a Blessing—may be applied with particular appropriateness.

In Memoriam.

The Jews, never too rich in friends, have this week sustained an irreparable 
loss in the death of the Marquess of Bute. the generous donux of the * Chief 
Rabbis Presentation.” |The writer would -here pay a tribute, humble and 
sincere, to the memory of the noble deceased, who to him was not a mere name, 
a shadow. but a very real reality. T'o those conversant with the chief events of 
Lord Bute’s, alas! but too short life. there might he noticeable a sligh’ touch 
of the romantic, to some extent. perhaps, attributable to his ancestry ; as well 
as a slight touch of the pathetic, all his own. | 

Born to a great heritage, on his father’s side descended from the 
Royal Stuarts, on his mother's side from the, no less interesting 
and romantic House of Hastings. a name which at once recalls to 
our memory the tragic history of the Chamberlaia and friend 
of Richard III. and the Hastings of more modern times, the great Administrator 
and Pro-Consul, Lord Bute was left fatherless when a mere child in his second 
year. He had scarcely entered the threshold of manliood when he went over 
to the Roman Church, and thenceforth became a devout member and supporter 
of that Church in this country. The Marquessof Bute's early history suggested 
to Lord Beaconsfield the character of Lothair for his novel of that name. 
Ever of a religious temperament, Lord Bute also became a keen student aud 
antiquarian. St. Andrew's and its University was perhaps of all places most 
dear to him, Lord Bute expended time, labour, and money in his noble efforts 
to restore and develop the glories of that ancient city, By the Northern Sea.” 

During the Marquess of Bute’s Rectorship of St. Andrew's University, the 
writer had many an occasion of seeing him, He was tall and powerfully built, 
but withal delicate. From his eyes beamed kindliness ; his disposition was free 
from all haughtiness. Well has the writer cause to kaow this. Having had the 
honour of once being noticed by the Marquess, he was never after passed by his 
Lordship, without a kiadly inquiry, a few opportune and encouraging words, 
that.were gratefully appreciated by one who was altogether. removed from his 
Lordship in position, race and religion. Of his attractive personality what 
more need be said than that to kuow him, however slightly, was to love him 


~Kind to all, he was as dear to the St. Audrew’s fisherman as to the student ; 


to the student as to the Professor. 

Unlike any former Rector, he toiled actively and ceaselessly in the intercs » 
ot the students. He was no mere fizgure-head Rector, To us Jews also he was 
a great friend, showing his friendliness in various ways. EHe gave the © Chict 
Rabbi's Presentation,’ for a Jewish student at St. Andreas University. To 
the writers knowledge, Lord Bute successfully used his inthience to get an 
examination postponed from Saturday, for the sake of a solitary 
Jewish student. One of his many interesting and ambitious schemes was a 
scheme to affiliate and incorporate various colleges with St. Andrew's 


University. on which he was anxious to graft a Catholic and a Jewish college. 


Such was the tolerant spirit characteristic of his Lordship. 

Lords there are many, philauthropists some, kind and tolerant people there 
are also, but very seldom can the three be found combined in one individual. 
Such a one was the late Marquess.

The Cyprus Government and Jewish Immigration. 


Sir—It appears from the article published in the Jewish Chronicle of 
September 14th that the island of Cyprus bas been closed to Jewish immigra- 
tion as aresult of my activity. This not being correct, I venture to state the 
facts as they occurred. : 

When visiting Cyprus for the first time, in November of last year, his 
Excellency the High Commissioner was very favourably impressed by my ideas 
and propositions, though the latter were of a very indefinite nature, seeing that 
I had only the strength of argument and not of capital or organisation behind 
me. And not only the High Commissioner but all the other gentlemen con- 
nected with the Cyprus Government to whom I had opportuaity to n erg gave 
me the same encouragement and helped me in my inquiries in a way that placed 
me under great obligation to them. While with regard to direct employment 
of Jewish immigrants on the Government works, I could not obtain an alficma- 
tive answer at once (my proposition had to be sent to the Colonial Olfice in 
London) I succeeded in getting assurances of employment for many hundreds of 
Jewish workmen at the irrigation works built for the Government by con- 
tractors but under the supervision of Government engineers. | 

The much commented protests of the Greek population do not amount to 
much. The Cyprioti are no Greeks, but a mixed race (the elements of which 
came from Palestine, being the Chittites driven out of Canaan by the Israelite 
invasion, and from the southern part of Asia Minor), Panhellenism never had 
anything to do with them nor they with Panhellenism. The “ protests” did not 
come from the péople of the island, who are absolutely peaceful and easily 
governed, but froma few of the townspeople, mostly merchants (this is the 
word for usurers also), who may think that the arrival of any element capable 
of developing the island would do harm to their trade. But the progressive 
element even of the “Greek” population will welcome the country’s develop- 
ment even if wrought by Jews. | 

After my first visit to Cyprus there came 12 Roumanian Jews (one of these 
with his family), and in the spring of this year I brought 11 of the Boryslaw. 
miners to the island. After my leaving Cyprus for the second time the afore- 
said Roumanian families (28 in number, I think), came over also, and in 
none of these cases did the Cyprus (:overnment make any difficulties 
whatsoever. 

In May of this year some 25) Roumanian Jews wanted to go to Cyprus 
belonging to the same society in Galatz, of which the others had been the fore- 
runners, and who were greatly encouraged by the letters they received from 
their brethren in Cyprus. A representative of the Society went to Constanti- 
nople in order to arrange for a cheap passage, and eventually negotiated with 
the ‘“ Curdji’”’ steamer line. Butas that time renewed restrictions had been made 
as to the landing of Jewish immigrants in Turkish ports, the Manager of the 
 Curdji’ telegraphed to his agent in Larnaca, Cyprus, to make sure that there 
would be no difficulties there also, 

I do not know the exact words in which the inquiry was couched, but I do 
know that the representative of the Galatz Jews had asked for the prices of 
passage for much larger numbers of Galatz immigrants than his 25) souls. At 
any rate the Larnaca agent replied “No.” It is not at all impossible that ‘the, 
personally, did not like Jewish immigrants to come to Cyprus, or that he exag- 
gerated the affair when putting his question before the authorities. 

The final answer of the Cyprus Government says that for the landing of 
destitute persons the conditions must be complied with which were made under 
the proclamation of the High Commissioner in Council of the 27th July, 1X08. 
when 1,126 Dukbobors (Russian Christians) were to come to Cyprus through 
the generous assistance of a Committee of friends formed in England. 

I must not dwell, here, upon the nature of these conditions, which, of 
course. are neither meant to be, nor are, prohibitive, and I have also not to deal 
here with the question of those 250 Galatz Jews (250 souls, not 200 families), 
who had gone to Piraeus. nor with those who had been refused the right of 
landing in Cyprus. Enough to say that those people from Galatz knew well. 
and from me personally, that they could not go to Cyprus pending the decision 
of the authorities. and that I know nothing at all about any other intending 
immigrants who did go to Cyprus, | | | 

The reasons why the few Roumanians who had found work at the govern- 
ment irrigation works fell a burden to the Jewish colony of Margo, are that 
they went over without means and were not provided with proper housing and 
medical care. If sutticiently assisted they would still make excellent colonists. 
For immigrants who are provided with only sufficient means, the climate of 
Cyprus will never be really dangerous. ) 

I have shown that my activity has by no means had the effect of closing 
the British possession to Jewish immigration. I might rather claim that I have 

succeeded in getting the assurance from the Public Works Department of 
Cyprus that Jewish workmen would find employ at the government works and 
that their arrival in larger numbers would be viewed favourably by the local 
authorities. Now let me come to the words of your correspondent, according 
to whom this result was curiously similar to that of the Zionist movement on 


the mainland. 7 


In the first place Jews were prohibited from landing in Palestine long before 
the leaders of the modern movement were even born, and there is no very great 
difference in the handling of this law before and after the first Zionist Congress, 
The recent tendency of enforcing the laws, however, is not. only prevalent in 

Palestine, but all over Turkey, as the Backsheesh system is dying out the more 
the Western ideas find entrance into the Empire, 
_ _In the second place we have seen that Jews are not probibited from landing 
in Cyprus, as the conditions speak of “ destitute immigrants,” and were made in 
the case of Christians, 

_ We have further seen that even after my visit to Cyprus this law was not 
put into force against smaller groups of poor Jews, and was only referred to 
when alarming numbers of destitute pereone were about to come. 

No country can, with any semblance of reason, be blamed for excluding 
large bodies of people apparently unable to support themselves. The Jews 
generally form an exception because they scarcely anywhere fall a burden to the 
community, seeing that they are supported by their more well-to-do brethren, 
In the absence of such in the island of Cyprus, the authorities there are 
absolutely justified in their attitude until the Jews abroad will do something 
towards organising and assisting the immigration which then will find any 
amount of encouragement from the government.

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THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Bucuarest, 30ru SEPTEMBER, 
The Relief Work. 


The Alliance Israélite in Paris has commissioned M. Astruc, Director of 
its School at Rustchuk, to distribute relief in Roumania. The sum already 
spent exceeds 120,000 francs, but it is a mere drop in the ocean in face of the 
prevailing misery ; for the crisis, far from having diminished has grown more 
acute lately, and it is hardly possible to hope for an improvement before the 
spring. Besides the relief from Paris, help has come from the Roumanian 
Colony in America, from the B'nei Brith Lodges in Germany and elsewhere: 
Recently People’s Kitchens have been established at Jassy, Galatz, Berlad and 
Roman with the help of the Alliance, and others are yet to be created; at 

- Bucharest relief has been administered through the ‘“ Public Assistance,” which 
was founded some months ago, and at Jassy by the B’nei Brith. In addition to 
the People’s Kitchen at Bucharest, where a hundred persons receive food daily, 
a new kitchen has been opened there by the “Society to Feed the Hungry,” 

and gives food to between 400 and 500 persons a day thanks to the efforts of a 
number of active young men, and of daily collections made exclusively in 
Bucharest. | 

The emigrants who have been sent back from the frontier and Vienna (the 
last transport in July) are generally in great distress, because they have not 
received any assistance whatsoever to re-furnish their homes, Absolutely 
nobody takcs an interest in them. The returned emigrants from Vienna and 
Buda Pesth were assisted in those cities with modest sums but always with 
something. 

The Emigration. 


The emigration continues, but on a very small scale. While every day some 
persons leave the largest Jewish communities, others return because they have 
been unable to find work and have neither the means nor the patience to wait 
until they find something to do. 

From one section of the emigrants we have good news. In New York they 
have been warmly welcomed by the Roumanian colony, which is making sacri- 
fices and taking a great deal of trouble for the new arrivals. Mr. Watchorn, 
United States Commissioner-General for Emigration, has been in Roumania, 
where he has collected information on the situation of the Jews. He has satigs- 
fied himself in respect to their misery and to the character of the restrictive 
measures whereby they are oppressed, and he is convinced that the Roumanian 
Jew is an industrious and capable element in every branch of existence. Mr. 
D. Blaustein, of New York, who accompanied Mr. Watchorn in some of his 
visits, left us with the same impression. He highly appreciates the intelligence, 
the capacity, love of work, and the knowledge of languages possessed by the 
Roumanian Jews who have settled in the United States. Mr. Blaustein having 
arrived at the conclusion that no improvement is possible in the situation of the 
Jews in Roumania itself, and that emigration is bound to go on, has suggested 
the introduction of English into all Jewish schools in this country with the 
assistance of the Alliance in the United States, which he represents, the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, and the Alliances in Paris and Vienna. 


The Organisation of the Comuunities. 


The readers of the Jewish Chronicle are already aware that the present 
Ministry contemplates the organisation of the Jewish communities. The plan 
for this organisation is at present unknown to us ; but, while M. Carp has 
declared that the project will embrace all religious denominations, the Minister 
of the Interior has informed the Jewish Congregation.at Focshani that the 
Government will give every Jew, qui Jew, liberty to contribute or not as he 
pleases towards the maintenance of his community. This means that the com- 
munities would be left in the same unfavourable situation as at present, based 
-asit ison voluntary organisation and contributions to which the Roumanian 
Jews are not yet inured. On the other hand, it appears from the address of the 
Minister of the Interior that the Government has no intention of giving to the 
communities in general a moral and legal personality which certain communities 
enjoy by reason of their long standing. Not being “moral persons "—of course, 
the term is not applied in its ordinary sense—they cannot accept donations and 
legacies, which will make their situation still worse. They will also have no 
legal representation. | | 

As a rule it is a very rare thing for a community to have a continued 
existence in the organisation. After being maintained for a time by the 
Gabella (tax on meat and pdultry) itis undermined by ambitions and intrigues, 
As for direct contributions, theyreach a very insignificant sum, with the result 
that schools, hospitals and charities Te fog, At Bes by enchantment, to be 


revived again after intervals more or less long. t Bucharest, Jassy and Braila, 
for example, there have existed for several years past a number of Societies each 
having under its charge some institution or the other, but a general and united 
direction is altogether wanting. Some persons contribute to all the Societies, 
but the majority do not give anything. In bad years, the philanthropic and 
educational institutions, having no reserve funds, lead a precarious existence, or 
disappear altogether. The salaries of Rabbis and teachers are often in arrear 
for months. | 

If a law on the Jewish communities should be framed on the lines we fear 
it will take, it will be no use whatsoever, and the existing chaos will continue. 


The Educational Situation. 


A portion of the Jewish Secondary Schools have ceased to exist through 


lack of funds, so that many youths have no schools to go to, as admission into 
the Public Secondary Schools is practically impossible for Jews. Their 
admission will henceforth be rendered still more difficult owing to the imposi- 
tion of a new general tax in addition to the special tax for Jews. 
The Shecheta Question. 

The Mayor of Slatina has forbidden the slaughering of animals according 
to Jewish prescription, in consequence of the “barbarous mode” in which 
Shecheta is practised. The Jews are obliged, therefore, to eat poultry, the

price of which has risen accordingly, The Mayor has now forbidden the Jews 
to buy many heads of poultry at one time. 

For several months past the Jews at Turnu-Severin have been deprived of 
the right of supervising the Shochet, of sealing kosher meat placed on the 
market, and of controlling the sale, At first, the actual killing by a Shochet 
was prohibited, but in consequence of an order from M. Mano, the late Minister 
of the Interior, annulling this prohibition, the Mayor and the Superintendent of | 
the Abattoir at Turnu-Severin have had recourse to the fresh hardship which I 


have just described. 


Miscellaneous. 

A large number of young Jews have passed the Examination of Ofticers in 
the Reserve, but they have no chance of obtaining the title as they are no 
naturalised. Since this examination was instituted more than 400 Jews have 
passed this examination; we ought, therefore, to have 400 Jewish officers of 
various grades in the Reserve. Actually we have only ten, for these have been 
naturalised. Among them is Major Mauriciu Brociner, who was wounded in 
the Russo-Turkish war, and is Cashier of the royal household, 

M. Isac Seni, a Roumanian subject, Interpreter for Turkish at the Ministry 
for Foreign Affairs, accompanied the Foreign Minister on his mission to 
Constantinople to congratulate the Sultan on his recent jubilee, M. Seni was 
invited to the dinner given by the Sultan to the foreign missions. | 

In the districts of Berlad and Tecuci, where the secret anti-Semitic Alliance 
is working with all its might, with the co-operation of priests and schoolmasters, 
the Government has charged the Educational Inspectors to make inquiries into 
the attitude of the teachers, as well as into the anti-Semitic propaganda, The 
anti-Jewish Press has taken alarm. 

A well-written pamphlet ‘“ Romanice Res,’ on the Jewish Question in 
Roumania, has just appeared in Vienna. The author appears to have a good 
grip of everything that concerns Roumania and its Jews, 


The Vienna correspondent of the Du/ly Express telegraphed on Monday :— 
The Roumanian Parliament assembled to-day. I learn from Bucharest that 
strong anti-Semitic legislation will be the leading feature of the session. A 
proposal will be made to declare it illegal for Jews to own land or house 
property in Roumania, and also to prohibit Jews frem taking any public official 
position, besides imposing all kinds of penalties and disabilities on members of 
the Hebraic faith. In the present state of the public mind, which is violently 
anti-Semitic, these measures may be passed through Parliament. ; 


The French League of the Rights of Man 
and the Roumanian Jews. 


— 


Senator Trarieux, President of the French League of the Rights of Man 
and of the Citizen, has addressed an eloquent letter to the Presidents of the 
branches of the League, calling attention to the ‘odious persecution " of the 
Jews in Roumania, M. Trarieux writes :— 


Thousands and thousands of human beings, who believed themselves to be 
protected by the laws of their country. are at one blow plunged into: misery 
and despair by barbarous measures which expel them from their homes, 
while prohibiting them from seeking in expatriation the means for 
assuring their existence. There are no massacres such as we saw in 
Armenia, but suffering and slow death which are no less sorrowful for 
those who endure them and no less unworthy of a civilised age. We 
have seen in our own country to what abominable sentiments of hatred aud 
savagery the re-awakening of prejudices of religion and sect may lead, and-we 
have done honour to ourselves by contributing to oppose thereto the generous 
breath of the principles of our modern society. We shall only be faithful 
to our doctrines by responding to the appeal -which has been addressed to 
us from a foreign land by unfortunate beings who believe that, by inter- 
vening in their favour, we can calm the passions let loose against them, or 
at least raise in those who owe them protectivn a spirit of humanity which 
has been forgotten. We have certainly no right to address the Government 
of Roumania, but public opinion is a moral force which extends its action 
beyond frontiers, and even though it should have but a faint echo our voice 
will undoubtedly move some consciences, I therefore beg you to inform me 
whether you will give your assent to theaddress of which I have the honour 
to submit to you the draft : | | 

“The French League for the Defence of the Rights of Man and of the 
Citizen, all its sections having been consulted by the Central Committee. sends 
to Latin brothers in Roumania a supreme appeal to combat the currents of anti- 
Semitism which rend and dishonour their country. Humanity isonly composed 
of men equal before the laws of their country, especially where.as in Roumania, 
the principles of the French Revolution have penetrated.” 


West London Synagogue Association.—The fifth annual ‘report of 
The object of the 
organisation, as set forth in general terms in its Laws, is: “ The promotion of 
the usefulness of the West London Synagogue as a religious and philanthropic 
centre.” The members now number 124, of whom 50 have joined the Philan- | 
thropic Branch, a slight increase over last year. There is room for further 
augmentation. The subscription is only two shillings, and is reduced when 
more than one member of a household join. The drawing-room meetings of © 
the Association have been well attended and the members have had oppor- 
tunities of listening to many able speakers and to the discussion of many 
suggestive topics. The report mentions that “ the practice of inviting to the 


meetings a limited number of visitors, which was initiated at the close of last 


year, has been found to work well, and has therefore been continued. The 
association of the members with the congregants of other Synagogues can only 
be productive of mutual benefit.”

The Jewish representation would then stand at ten, 
the same number as in the last Parliament at the dissolution. It should be 
remembered that the last Parliament only included eight Jews at the time of 
its election, the remaining two Jews having been added at bye-elections (a cause 
which may very well again operate in thecase of the new Varliament.) We 
should recollect that ten Jews—‘‘ Minyan’—constitute a very fair, not to 
say disproportionate, share of legislative honours for Jews, so that assuming 
the position to remain in statu yuo during the next few years 


our community will have little cause for dissatisfaction. If there is any 


ground for regret at all, it is that the disproportion between Jewish Liberals 
and Jewish Conservatives which was so noticeable a feature of the last 
Parliament should have remained unmodified by the recent elections. 
In the last legislature the solid lump of Jewish Unionism was leavened 
by two Liberal representatives. 
Liberal representation remains at the same figure. The disproportion, 
however, bas its compensating features. There are some prop!e who say in 
their folly that the Jew will tight on the winning side, that his political as 
well a3 his other efforts always travel along the lines of least resistance quite 
irrespective of higher ethical considerations. The number of Jews who 
espoused the unpopular cause in the resent contest, however, and the number 
of * forlorn hopes” they attacked, give the lie to this charge. At the same 
time, the fact that twelve of the twenty-two Jewish candidates were Radicals 


uay well serve as a reply to the silly insinuation about the Transvaal cam- 
pa'gn having been a ‘‘ Jews’ war.” 


On the subject of the elect ons we can only express 
our astonishment ‘and regret at the part which that 
political absurdity «the Jewish vots” played in them. 
The fault was on both sides. We have had special 
appeals to Jews to vote Khaki and special appeals to them to vote Liberal, 
on the basis of the hoary fallacy that the party which emancipated us has a 

right to our eternal allegiance. We have even heard, in one instance, of 
a meeting being held for Jews only. Most curiously of all, the Zionists seem 
to have made sudden irruption on to the scene and to have held their pro- 
gramme like a loaded pistol at the head of the candidates. All those who 
were in favour of Zionism, as propounded by the English Federation, 
were assured of the ardent sympathy of the Zionist leaders. All 
those who had never heard of. it or were unsympathetic 
were warned to reckon with their wrath. With every desire in the 
world to be courteous and respectful to the Zionist Movement, it is 
impossible to keep an entirely serious countenance in presence of this the 
latest development. It is not that we feel any delight in the miseries of the 
candidate who, having been bombarded with the demands of the Anti- 
V accinationists, the Anti-Vivisectors, and what not, is now asked to stand 
and deliver himself upon the question of founding a Jewish State in Palestine.

What moves one to an irreverent emile is the glaring lack of all sense of 


relevance and proportion revealed in the Zionist catechism. As for relevance, 
we wonder by what feat of logic the practicability of founding a Jewish State 
in Palestine is construed asa question of English party policy.

Provided 
that Austrian Jewry be benefited thereby, they will vote for any policy in 
England, however disastrous it may appear to their conscience and their 
reason. In face of this, all we can say is that the anti-Semitic plea that a 
Jew is a Jew first and a citizen of the country in which he lives 
afterwards would ba amply jastified by Jews themselves. And if the 
Zionist views of patriotism were to prevail, Jewish emancipation would be 
proved a grave error of policy and the necessity for withdrawing our 
political rights demonstrated to the hilt. On this ground alone, therefore, 
the raising of a separatist ‘Jewish ” vote is a dep!orable proceeding. It is 


Jews, we repeat with all emphasis have, 
and can afford to have, no political views as a body. Individually they | 


follow their personal predilections, corporately they are and must remain 
politically non-existent. That way only lies reason, safety, aye, and justice

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The Biblical Manuscripts oi the British Museum. 

In fulfilment of the promise made a fortnight back, some further remarks are 
now offered concerning the Rev. G. Margoliouth’s Catalogue of the Biblical MSS, 
of the British Museum. This, the concluding notice of the Catalogue, will be 
devoted to the Biblical Commentaries. A large number of these Commentaries 
are written in Arabic; a considerable proportion by Karaite Jews. In 
cataloguing these works, Mr. Margoliouth gives himself much pains to 
enumerate the authorities cited by the commentator. He rightly follows this 
now well-established rule, for one’s knowledge of the date at which 
an author lived is sometimes entirely dependent on the date of the latest of the 
predecessors on whom he draws. Thus 167 is an Arabic Commentary on the 
second book of Samuel by Isaac ben Samuel the Sefardi. Dr. Steinschneider 
held that Isaac ben Samuel lived ahout the year 1380. But, as Mr. Margoliouth 
shows, the latest authority cited by Isaac belongs ‘at latest to 1150. Slighter 
peculiarities sometimes help to fix the date ofa MS. Thus No. 17) must be 
early, as there is no Targum on the priest’s benediction (Numbers vi., 24-20), “a 
circumstance which in itself points to the antiquity of the MS.” A curiosity in 
No. 175 is a Shochet’s certificate, signed by his teacher ; the volume was the pro- 
perty of the Shochet in question. This is dated 1540, but the MS, is two 
centuries older than that. Many of the MSS.,, it should be added, are 

A quaint and rather pathetic entry by the scribe occurs on page 10 of 
No 189, The Sofer inadvertently. repeats some eleven lines, and he thus 
excuses himself: ‘I have strayed like a lost sheep and commenced to write what 
I have already written, just because I have no fixed place to write, and am 


obliged to move from my place a hundred times by day and by night. And of 
me it is said: ‘The day is for work, and the night is for watching.’ No. 120 


contains the “‘ Minchath Jehuda” of Jehuda ben Eliezer, but in a much different 
form to that printed in Livorno in 1783. The British Museum copy may be 
recommended to students of Anglo-Jewish history, for, as is well-known, several 
English notabilities are named in the work; Aaron and Benjamin of Canter- 
bury, Berachyah of Lincoln, Joseph of Lincoln, Rabbi M., of London, It 
would, as Mr. Margoliouth points out, be worth collating the MS. with the 
printed work. Fol. 131 contains, besides a contract of sale. the note: 
Ibn Ezra on the Pentateucb, two anti-Christian passages had both been erased, 
but they have been restored by a later hand. In No. 13, the same erasure 
occurs, but’the restoration had not been effected. On the other hand, in No. 
194, the censor was less watchful, for while the first passage (on Genesis xxvii: 
40), is for the most part erased, the second (on Genesis xvlii. 1), has eluded 
the censor’s vigilance. Mr. Margoliouth frequently cites Dr, Fried}inder in 
his references to the Ibn Ezra MSS, 

No, 201 is a probably unique copy of a commentary on the Pentateuch, by 
Meyuhas ben Eliab. That the author lived in Greece appears to follow from 
his occasional reference to Greek words, and as Abraham ibn Ezra is the latest 
authority quoted by him, one may conclude that he is not later than the twelfth 
century. Mr. Margoliouth even hints that he may have been in communication 
with Ibn Ezra. This MS, is unquestionably valuable. This part of Mr. Margo- 
liouth’s work will be very suggestive to students, ‘An edition of the com- 
mentary (of Tanchum Yerushalmi on Ecclesiastes) might. be based on the 
present MS. together with the copies at the Bodleian,” says Mr. Margoliouth of 
No. 207, In No, 222 we have an elegy, in acrostic form, written by the scribe, 
on the occasion of the death of his mother. 
MSS., and am not indicating which are illuminated. It is indeed impossible to 
do justice to the wealth of material possessed by the Museum in the realm of 


Arabic commentaries on the Bible. Yet it is here that Mr. Margoliouth’s chief 


strength is revealed. In the preface he thanks Dr, Poznanski for his assistance, 
and no doubt this help was of great value. But Mr. Margoliouth is himself an 
excellent Arabist, as he has already proved by his publications in the J 
Quarterly Review on Abul Faraj-Furkan and other writers. 

Hence, when we reach the Karaite Commentaries (Nos, 250 onwards) we 
are prepared for a large access of useful information and scholarly criticism, 
In this anticipation the student will not be disappointed. We have works by 
Kirkisani (No, 250-1) with long specimens; and by Salomon ben Yeroham 
(252 seq.). As was pointed out by Fiirst, the latter author makes a violent 
attackon Islam. Yefeth naturally figures frequently in this section : practically 
Nos. 255 to 300, or thereabouts, are works by this famous Karaite expounder of

Scripture, The details supplied by Mr. Margoliouth regarding all the intricate 
points connected with these MSS., the ample and characteristic quotations, will 
render the present catalogue quite indispensable for students of Karaism and 
of the splendid contributions made by Karaites to Biblical exegesis.

interesting is the Note (No. 305) on Ar-Rais Abn Said, whom Mr. Margoliout), 
identifies with the Nasi David ben Boaz, who would thus be found to be the 
author of several Commentaries possessed by the Museum (see p, 228). Thc 
author of the Catalogue invariably points out the varie lectiones pre-supposed 
or actually given in these commentaries ; he reports on the divisions (Sedarim). 
the Haphtoras, and other points of interest. It must be repeated that the 
present is beyond question the most valuable addition to our information 
about Karaism made in recent years, :

Yownley Castle School, Ramsgate during the F estivals, exhibited to the pupils a | 
small collection of Genizah fragments of School Books, comprising illuminated 
alphabet toy books (pointed and vowelless), primers, and reading books,

Alphabet. In pointing out that some of the pupils were, according to the

The CHAIRMAN then addressed the gathering. He took a great interest in 
Jewish lads and Jewish clubs, and he hoped their new club would be a source of 
much pleasure to the members. ‘I'he donor of the premises had done her share 
for the Club, it was now left to the members themselves to make it everything 
‘it should be, to raise its dignity, and to keep it to a certain level of refinement, 
He called upon them not to disgrace by any actions their race or their religion. 
If a Jew did a disgraceful action of any kind it was certain to be said and to 
appear in the papers that it was done by so-and-so, “a Jew.’

trated upon them. If the Jews put themselves in the place of the Christians the 
same state of things would occur. Thus by a Jew committing an offence of any 
kind he reflected the wrong on the whole of the community. it was a condition 
of things which could not be helped, and a responsibility which could not be 
thrown over, Let them, therefore, be.careful in all their actions, lest by dis. 


gracing themselves they disgrace their community as well. He concluded by 
expressing the hope that the Club would be a boon to its members, and would 
continue to flourish for many years in increased prosperity. 

Dr, ADLER reminded those present of a certain fairy tale. He asked them 
to imagine a desolate swamp containing noisome plants and-rank weeds, and 
a good fairy suddenly coming upon the scene and waving a magic wand over the 
place. when suddenly it was transformed into a little paradise, a veritable Garden 
of Eden, in which there blossomed thelily and the rose. Such a transformation 
had taken place with regard to that house, the new home of the club. He would 
not further allude to what it had been in the past, but he would ask them to 
look at it as it now was, and the pious and beneficent uses to which it was to be 
devoted. They knew who was the Fairy Princess who had effected this transfor- 
mation. It was Mrs. Nathaniel Montefiore, the mother of the Chairman—(cheers) 
who had been induced to make that most munificent gift with a generosity almost 
unparalleled in our community, which was noted for its generosity, prompted 
thereto by two motives, earnest devotion to the community, and profound 
affection for her own son, who himself took such a vivid and absorbing 
interest in the welfare of our Jewish lads, He had said the club had been trans- 
formed into a paradise, Personally he had always looked upon a club in some 
degree as resembling a paradise. Some of the pleasantest hours of his life were 
spent in the club to which it was his privilege to belong. It would not do to tell 
his wife that his very happiest hours were spent there. They were not, indeed, 
for, of course, his happiest hours were spent in his home in the company of his 
wife and children. From nearly all the clubs in London ladies were excluded. 
Indeed, it had been said that a club wasa place “where women cease 
from troubling and the wicked are at rest.”—(Laughter). He thought their 
club had an additional advantage in that the members had opportunities 
of receiving from time to time their mothers, sisters, and lady friends. 
He was certain that the clab would not neglect what he considered a very 
important subject—physical training ; he was a firm believer in muscular 
Judaism, and he was glad that it was made an important item in the programme 
ofthe club, Heearnestly hoped that at least some portion of the time would be 
devoted to reading and study. In Hebrew the lad was called Bochur—the 
chosen one—because it was the choicest and finest time of life, when he was 
full of energy ‘and spirits, and looking forward to the future with gladsome 
eyes. He impr upon the members the necessity of making the most of 
their youth, and exhorted them to do honour to their faith and race by leading 
honourable lives. Ia the Psalm they had just sung which ushered in the close 
of the Sabbath, their sons had been compared to plants that were full grown in 
their youth, and he hoped they would grow up like tall plants, full of manly 
vigour, but manly in the highest and best sense of the word, chivalrous to 
women and the weak, truthful and honourable as became Jews and Englishmen 
in all their actions. | 

Mr. J. Smiru, one of the senior members, then proposed a hearty vote of 
thanks to the Chief Rabbi and to Mr. Montefiore, and expressed the gratitude 
of the members to Mrs. Montefiore for her great generosity, 

Cheers were then heartily given for Mrs, Montefiore, Mr. Claude Montefiore 
and the Chief Rabbi.

COMFORTING. 
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ROUND THE SUCCAHS. 


Year after year more interest appears to be taken in the celebration of the 
Feast of Tabernacles by the multiplication of Congregational Succahs and by 
the heartiness with which ladies join in the decoration. It would however bea 
mistake to suppose that these have altogether supplanted the private Succahs, 
on which our fathers set so great a store. We give a sketch of a_typical 
wages Succah, viz., that of Mr, Leopold Loewenstein in Canonbury. Judging 
oy the large quantities of evergreens sent from the Rothschild estate at 
Gunnersbury, it is evident that a very large prc portion of the London Succabs 
are to be found in the Canonbury district, wlere many of the old-fashioned 
type of Jews still reside. In the Hast End Succahs are also numerous, 
particularly in the poorer districts, They are in many instances of a primitive 
character, several, indeed, being constructed of old packing cases, The extent 
to which the biblical command to dwell in booths on the Feast of Tabernacles 
is observed in the East End was demonstrated at the end of last week in the 
streets of Whitechapel and Spitalfields, when barrows stockéd with evergreens 
were surrounded by many of the poorest Jews, who gladly spent a portion of 
their small earnings on the decoration of their humble Succahs. ) | 

In former times there was great risk of the foliage catching fire from lamps, 
gas brackets, and naked candles, but with the advance of science this danger has 
happily been overcome by the employment of electricity as an illuminant in 
most of the congregational and even some private Succahs. | | 

We givea number of sketches of Succahs, not because they are the best, but 
because they are typical of their class. | 

The Succah attached to the New Synagogue, Great St. Helen's, was taste- 
fully decorated with fruit and flowers. .A bright and pretty effect was pro- 
duced by the installation of the electric light. The following ladies 
co-operated in the decoration of the Succab, and in the carrying out of the 
arrangements in connection.with the congregational reception held init: Mrs. 
D, Jacobs, Mrs. J. Snowman, Mrs. Morris Cohen, Mrs. M. Gold, Mrs, J. Maizels, 
Mrs. S. Marks, Mrs. J. Cohn, Mrs. J. Meller, Mrs. H. Rosenbaum, Mrs. Mark 
Samson, Mrs. A. M. Wartski, Miss Epstein, and the Misses Levy. 

The Bayswater Succah is a brick building, standing altogether detached 
from the synagogue, and, a8 a tablet over the door indicates, was the gift of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Louis Cohen. On Mr. Cohen’s death,.he left a sum of money 
sufficient for.the permanent maintenance of the Succah. ‘The internal decora- 
tion for the present festival was admirably carried out, flowers, plants and fruit 
being arranged with excellent taste. 

- The decoration of the Succah at the New West End Synagogue is of so 
elaborate a character that the fou ensewble presented is most pleasing to the 
eye. It is not an isolated building, as Succahs ordinarily are, for it 1s practically 
a room adjoining the Vestry Room, from which: the roof can easily be removed. 
A massive antique lamp is suspended over the richly-laden table, on which a 
prominent feature isa silver gilt Seder dish, lent by Mr. Ludwig Benjamin, 
Mrs, Singer and several other ladies gave their willing services in decoration of 
the Suecah, 

The congregational Tabernacle at Berkeley Street was, as usual, decorated 
by the younger members of the congregation, under the auspices of the West 
London Synagogue Association. The walls were entirely covered with branches 
bearing fruit, berries, «“c., with flowers and corn. and with Shields of David 
worked out inflowers. The effect was very beautiful, and evoked expressions of 
deep admiration from the large number of persons who visited the Tabernacle. 

In the scheme of construction of the Hampstead Synagogue Classrooms 
arrangements were made to utilise one of the rooms as a Succah. As usual the 
Horal ornamentation was beautifully carried out. The walls are entirely 
covered with all manner of plants and fruits, and the préce de rés/staxnce on the 
table is a large argosy filled with choice fruit. The ladies of the convregation, 
headed by Mrs. A. A. Green, worked hard to beautify the Succab. | 

At the close of the service at the Central Synagogue on the first Day of 
Tabernacles, the Chief Rabbi visited the congregational Succah, and was 
cordially welcomed, in a few well-chosen words, by Mr.S. E. Moss, the presiding 
Warden. Mr. Moss referred to the great gratification that the Chief Rabbi's 
visits always ‘gave the congregation, and spoke of various matters of communal 
interest in which the members of the Central Synagogue took an active part. 
He deeply regretted that his colleague, Mr. Joseph Pyke, had been unable to 
be present that morning owing to a somewhat serious accident that he had met 
with two days before. The Chief Rabbi, in reply, mentioned that it always 
gave him very great pleasure to visit the Central Synagogue, and he was 
_ very gratified to learn that the congregation was in a flourishing condition 

and took so deep an interest in promoting the best interests of the community. 
Thearrangements of the Succah had, at the request of the Board of Manage- 
ment, been again undertaken by Mrs, Fay, and expressions of delight were 
heard on all hands at the manner in which it was decorated. She was greatly 
helped by Mr. John H. Jacobs, who had, as in previous years, given his aid in 
supervising the decoration of the roof, etc. Delicately-tinted electric lamps 
shed abeautiful subdued light upon the table, which was laden with all those good 
things in which the young especially delight. Contributions of cakes, wines, 
spirits, flowers, fruit and sweets had been kindly sent by the honorary officers, 


Messrs. Samuel E. Moss, Joseph Pyke and Asher Isaacs, Mrs. 8. E. Moss, Mrs.

On the second day 
of the festival, about 500 children passed through the Succah and received 
refreshments. 

_ A reception was held in the Succah at St. John’s Wood Synagogue by the 
Ministers and the Honorary Officers on the afternoon of the first day of the 
festival, at which a large number of the congregation and children attended. 
The work of decorating the Succah was again undertaken by the ladies of the 
synagogue under the direction of Mrs. H. P. Arnholz and Mrs. W. T. 

The Borough Synagogue Succah was decorated on a plan devised by the 
Rev. F. L. Cohen to represent a bower with walls as well as aroof of living green. 
The decorations were carried out by a number of ladies of the congregation 
including Mesdames F. L. Cohen, M. Isaacs, L. N. Levy, and D. Nathan, and 
Misses Heron, Lyons, Harris, Levy, and others, The material was the gift of 
Miss Alice de Rothschild, Mrs, J. A. Cohen, Mrs. A, Gross, Mrs, 8. Jacobs, Mrs, 
De Leef, Miss R. Samuel, Mr. L. Levy, Mr. H. Emanuel, Mr. D. Barnard, and 
several more.

The Hammersmith Succah was decorated with very successful results by 
the ladies of the congregation, under the direction of Mrs, Michael Adler and 
Mrs. White. A large quantity of gifts, in the form of flowers and refreshments, 
were sent in by the members of the synagogue. On the first day of the 
festival, Mr, Adler gave a sermon to'the children, in which he dwelt, in simple 
language, upon the love of Nature and the lessons of the festival. - There were 
about ey children present, and a very impressive feature was the prayer, in 
which the little ones joined, led by the preacher.

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Rev. J. F. Stern from a few prominent members of the Community, it was 
announced in the report of the Synagogue that there were no funds available 
for its decoration, and that the necessary material must be provided by the 
voluntary gifts of the members of the congregation. Of late years these gifts 
have fallen off considerably. Attention was called to the matter in a manner 
which has been productive of excellent results. Before reading the Neilah 
Service, the Rev. J. F.Stern reada passage of Nehemiah, which makes reference 
to the erection of the booths for the festival of Tabernacles, the Scripture 
reading being followed by a few words of commentary and appeal by the 
minister. Nehemiah’s words were taken to heart by the congregants, with the 
result that the number of gifts sent for the Succah were largely in excess of 
those of any previous year.

Nothing of an artificial nature was used: from the roof hung 
packets of fruit and flowers, the table was entirely covered with vases and 
baskets of cut flowers, and the pictures of Jewish celebrities on the walls were 
adorned with flowers and evergreens. Ribbon of red, white and blue was used 
in the draping of the curtains and coloured fairy lights were suspended amid 
the foliage. Crowds of visitors were received after the Services and genera! 
delight was expressed at the bright spectacle presented. , 

For the first time for many years past a Succah was erected at the Stepney 
Green Home of the Home for Aged Jews, much to the delight of the inmates. 
The improvised Succah was built from pieces of waste wood pat together 
by one of the inmates, Mr. Phillips, and was tastefully decorated by Mr. and 
Mrs. Molen, the Master and Matron, without any cost to the Charity. The 
authorities of the East London Synagogue sent a small supply of fruit for the 
decoration of this domestic Succah. | 

On Sunday evening last, at the conclusion of the service for the eve of thie 
first day of Tabernacles, the new Succah, which is attached to the synagogue 
belonging to the Manchester Congregation of Spanish and Portuguese Jews, 
was formally opened in the presence of a large number of members of the con- 
gregationp, and. their friends. The structure, which is intended to be of a 
permanent character, is of handsome and artistic design, both internally and 
externally, and measures about forty feet long, with a breadth of twenty feet. 
It possesses a movable roof, and can thus be rendered air and rain proof when 
desired.. The richly-draped walls, which are of beautifully stained wood inside. 
are decorated with portraits of Jewish celebrities, glass mirrors, etc. while 
illumination is afforded by means of numerous parti-coloured lamps. The 
general ensemble of the whole is both artistic and effective, and is highly 
creditable to the ladies and gentlemen who contributed to the embellishment. 
The customary prayers and blessings were intoned by the Rev. J.H. Valentine, 
who also delivered a short address, dwelling on the success in that particular 
direction their efforts had been blessed with. Prominent in the good work of | 
erecting the Succah had been the respected President of the,congregation, Mr. 
I). S. Garson. Mr. Lisbona, the Vice-President, and Mr. M. Florentin, their 
Honorary Treasurer. who had themselves received the united assistance of the 
entire congregation. Mr. D. 8S. Garson suitably responded. During the pro- 
ceedings light refreshments were dispensed to those present by several ladies, 
who acted in the capacity of stewardesses. During the Holidays the Succah has 
been visited by many members of the local community, who have one and all 
been unanimous in praise of its appearance. 
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THE SYNAGOGUES. 


The following reports of Services in London and Provincial Synagogues 
have reached us :— : 


Berkeley Street. 


This synagogue was again crowded on the First Day of Tabernacles, the 
contingent from the East End, which has now become a regular feature of the 
holiday congregations at this place of worship, attending to the number of 
about two or three hundred. The sermon was preached by the Rev. Morris 
Joseru, from Nehemiah viii., 10. Joy, he said, not sorrow, contrite action, not 

nitent weeping, made the ideal life. There was some truth, then, in the old 
ewish idea, according to which the sinner’s fate was not finally sealed until the 
last days of the Festival. The Feast, with its invitation to worldly enjoyment, 
was a test of the sincerity of their penitence, of their moral strength. Judaism 
occupied a unique position midway between tee tree which defied self. and 
the austere system that would crucify it. he Greek aimed at making life 
beautiful, the Jew at making it noble. The preacher drew a picture of the glad, 
et sober and chastened observance that marked the celebration of the Jewish 
Festival even in the poorest homes. Deeds of loving kindness he suggested 
as special means of hallowing the Feast. These would show that “the joy of 
the Lord” was indeed their “strength,” the wellspring of all that was finest in 
thought and in act, the sure foundation of the comely life. 


New West End. 


The services during the recent Holidays were attended by a vast congrega- 
tion. The establishment since last year of anothér synagogue in the vicinity did 
not in the least affect the attendance of members, while the large number of free 
seats generously provided for the poor were all occupied from a very early hour. 
Sermons were delivered by the minister, the Rev. 8S. SiNGER, on the Sabbath 
before the New Year, on New Year, the Day of Atonement, Sabbath Haazinu, 
and the first day of Tabernacles, the subject of the last discourse being the 
National and the Universalist elements in the Festival. The Rev. Dr. 
Gollancz occupied the pulpit by special invitation on the Sabbath of Penitence. 
The services on the “Solemn Days” were conducted by the Rev. J. L. Geffen, 
assisted by Mr. Cohen, student of Jews’ College.

and offered up prayers with and for her youthful fellow-worshippers. The Misses

Mr. Singer delivered a short 
address to the children.

the synagogue. At the conclusion of his sermon on the first day of Succoth, he 
said: My Brethren! Can we not learn the lesson conveyed by the four fruits, 
especially the lesson suggested by their being held together, in worship, grasped 
by one hand? What Israel most needs is unity. The absence of it has been tlie 
curse that has brooded over our people through all the ages. It 
split up Israel when in Canaan into two hostile nations. Since the 
dispersion it has split up most communities into two or more congregations. 
Hitherto for very many years our community has held the unique position of 
being one and undivided. But we are rapidly increasing in numbers. This 
Synagogue, spacious as it is, cannot find places for all who would gather in it. 
On the solemn days just passed, four great bodies of worshippers were 
assembled in four different buildings. What is to be the future of this com- 
munity? Isthere not enough wisdom among us to devise methods by which 
we shall keep together, one united body, though worshipping in different 
buildings? Is there not enough Jewish feeling and y ewish patriotism 
in us to make us. smooth difficulties that stand in the way? 
Must we exhibit the miserable spectacle seen in other cities of 
separation, dissension, mutual hostility, or at best mutual indifference? Here 
is a vast Jewish population of mixed nationalities, of different degrees of cul- 
ture, of varied ideas as to religious duties and practices. Separated, each section 
willintensify its least pleasing characteristic. United, one will correct the other 
where correction is needed, one stimulate the other where help and encourage- 
ment are wanted. By unity we shall increase our dignity and usefulness. 
Divorced couples are sometimes brought together again with great difficulty and 
trouble. I once re-married sucha pair. Buta far easicr and more economical 
method of re-uniting husband and wife—if I may commit an Irish bull—is to 
keep them bound together by ties of mutual respect and affection. Do not let 
us first drift into separate congregations and then make heroic efforts to settle 
differences and to re-unite. I leave the pulpit with the prayer that God will 
endow us with wisdom, with kindly feeling one towards the other, with mutual | 
forbearance and with the determination that, though we may grow and scatter 
ourselves over the city, so that it ae be needful to have different synagogues, 
each perhaps with somewhat modified services, we shall still form one congrega- 
tion of Jews, observing one ancient religion and performing all our duties as 
loyal English citizens,

Mr. ADLER delivered a course of three 
addresses on the Atonement Day, The subject of tha first, which was given on 
Kol Nidré night, was the Preparation for the Atonement. Kol Nidré was our 
great watch-night service ; it was the prologue to the great drama of the Kippur 
Day, that great and tremendous day which was to make us “at one” with the 
Most Higa God. Preaching before Musaph, Mr. Adler took as his text the 
liturgical aphorism, “But repentance, prayer and charity avert the evil 
decree.” He showed how this beautiful aphorism was a true contribution to the 
problem of existence, since it took into account the threefold nature of man’s 
obligations on eartb, viz., that he owed something to himself (repentance), some- 
thing to God (prayer), and something to his fellow-man (charity in its highest 
and best senses), In conclusion Mr. Adler earnestly exhorted the congregation 
cordially to unite and co-operate in the grand field of communal activity which 
lay open before them, Thus they would nobly show their ‘ charity.” 
The Rabbis said that true charity was of greater worth than all 
the offerings. Yes; because true charity was the highest offering, 
the noblest sacrifice. Mr, Adler's Neilah address was on the subject 
of the “ Service of God and the service of man in this world 
as a preparation for another world.’ He took his text from Genesis xxxil., 26, 
“IT will not let thee go, except thou bless me.” Before they went forth again 
into the world of seething activity without, they must ask God’s blessing to 
hearten and to stimulate them upon their way. It was not enough to serve 
(;od in the synagogue. They must serve Him in their homes, in the 
counting-house, in the market-place. For this life was not an end. It 
was a beginning, a preparation, a prologue. A life nobly lived leadeth to 
Eternal life. ‘‘ We shall walk through the valley of the shadow of death and 
fear no evil, for the Light of the Lord shall uphold us and His countenance 
sustain us.” Mr. Adler’s visit was highly appreciated, not only for the very 
effective and elouent sermons preached, but also for the earnestness and 
solemnity of his ministrations, and for the hearty desire he evinced to cause 
good feeling to prevail amongst all sections of the community.

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS. 


FRANCE. 


M. Schramach, Secretary-General of the Prefecture of the Bouches du 
Rhone, has been appointed Prefect of Tarn et Garonne. He is the only Jewish 
Prefect. Before entering on bis post at Marseilles, M. Scliramach was Chef de 
Cabinet of M. Lépine, Prefect of Police in Paris. 

M. Lyon Caen, Member of the Institute, was President of the International 
Congress on Maritime Law just held in Paris. M. Gaston Moch, ex-Captain of 
Artillery, was Vice-President of the International Peace Congress also held in 
that city. 


Russian Iterns. 


Out of about eight hundred students who found admission this autumn to 
the University of St. Petersburg, only fourteen are Jews. 


Atarecent meeting of the Odessa Committee of the Palestine Society, it 
was resolved to renew its annual grant to the Jewish school at Jaffa. 


The Governing Senate having recently to deal with a case referring to the 
forthcoming election of a Rabbi in Kischineff (Bessarabia), gave its decision to 
the effect that communal Rabbis must in future be elected not by delegates repre- 


senting the respective local places of Jewish worship, but by all the members of 
the latter. 


On the 22nd September a further batch of twenty-six prisoners charged 
with participating in the recent riots at Odessa were brought to trial. Some 
were found guilty of theft, others of hiding stolen property, and were sentenced 
to six and three months’ imprisonment respectively.

Electricity at Poplar.—Mr. Arthur H. Valentine, Chairman of the 
Electricity Committee in connection with the Poplar District Board of Works, 
took a prominent part in the opening ceremony on the completion of the works 
on Monday last, when Mr. Sidney Buxton, M.P., declared the station open for 
public use, and switched on the street lighting. Mr. Valentine delivered an 
address, giving a resumé ot the work, which has involved a capital outlay of 
nearly £100.000, and sabsequently publicly switched in the main insulator. In 
his capacity of Chairman he received the cordial thanks of the large assembly 
for his active participation and interest in the success of the enterprise. ;
